(From Times News Services) 


Welfare Minister J. Waldo Monteith said Thursday 
he hopes all provinces will accept more than $20,000,000 
the federal government is offering for unemployed relief. 

He said Ontario is expected to 
sign an agreement whereby the reading—approval in principle. 


federal and provincial govern- 


ments would share, on a 50-50 solely responsible for relief 


basis, the cost of unemployment 
assistance. 

He was hopeful that three 
other provinces—Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and Alberta--also would 
sign agreements, joining the six 
that have entered into pacts 
with the federal government. 

Mr. Monteith spoke as the 
House debated a preliminary 
resolution outlining government 
legislation eliminating the so- 
ealled .45-per-cent » “threshold,” 
beyond which federal unem- 
ployment assistance does not go. 
Later, a bill to this effect was 
introduced and given second 


At present, the provinces are 


where unemployment totals 45 
per cent or less of their popula- 
tion, the federal government 
sharing the cost of assistance te 
the unemployed in excess of the 
threshold. Under the proposed 
legislation, the federal govern- 
ment would share in all relief 
costs. 

Under present agreements 
with six provinces — Newfound- 
land, Prince Edward Island, 
New Brunswick, Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and British Colum- 
bia — Ottawa paid out about 
$5,112,000 in the 1956-57 fiscal 
year ended last March 31.

Mr. Monteith, replying to crit- 
icisms by two former Liberal 
cabinet ministers, Lionel Chev- 
rier (Montreal Laurier) and J 
W: Pickersgill (Bonavista-Twil- 
lingate), said he cannot under 
stand their attitude that re 
moval of the threshold is an in- 
vasion of provincial rights.

Ground Water Feeds Wells 


The top level of the ground 
water tends to follow the con 
tour of the earth. It rises under 
hills and dips in the valley 
Usually we have to dig through 
a layer of dry ground to get at 
the ground water. This is how 
we make water wells. A tun 
nel from above dips right down 
into the water-logged rocks 
The well fills*with water. We 
take some éut and more drains 
in. The man-made well is fed 
by the vast reservoir of ground 
water 

Springs are really wells made 
by nature. Very often they hap- 
pen on the side of a hill. Here 
the ground water level slopes 


up with the slope of the ground. | 


It begins to seep sideways. And 
this direction leads to the side 
of the hills. Soon the seeping 
water reaches the surface, it 
trickles out of the side of the 
hill. The reservoir of ground 
water is pushing behind it. The 
trickle becomes a rushing 
spring 

Certain lakes and swamps are 
also fed by ground water. When 
a hollow in the earth dips down 
far enough it reaches ground 
water. The ground water, fed 
by snow and: rainfall, fills the 
hollow and keeps it filled

OTTAWA (CP)—Agriculture 
Minister Harkness, faced with 
criticism inside and outside Par 
liament, has shuffled the gov 
ernment's farm price support 
plan to relate it specifically to 
a form of parity and to base its 
benefits on a 10-year, rather 
thar’ a three-year, average.
